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TWELFTH REPORT. 



REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account 
of the Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland , from 1st 
January to 31st December 1879 ; prepared and submitted to Parliament in 
pursuance of the 37th Section of the Act 32 & 33 Viet. c. 42. 



1. Tiie long outstanding question of St. Werburgli’s Stock, to which I have annunlly ; 
referred in my Reports to Parliament from the year 1872, has at length been settled, the ■ 
Court of the Commissioners of Church Temporalities having decided that the Stock, 
amounting to 645/. 19.?. 1 <7., invested in the names of tho Minister and Churchwardens 
of St. Werburgh’s Parish, should be transferred to the Commissioners, and tho amount 
has accordingly been brought to credit in the Accounts. 

The value of tho Stock as an asset, however, has been considerably diminished, inasmuch 
as the Commissioners further decided that the Trustees were “ entitled to bo paid the costs 
“ incurred by them in this matter,” and there is a charge in the Account of 250/., “ being 
“ the amount of costs incurred by the appellants iu resisting tho claim of Commissioners 
“to Stoofc.” 

2. It was pointed out in the Report on the Account, 1878, that it had been ascertained 
that in several cases where properties have been sold to purchasers who were to pay for 
the same partly in money, and partly by mortgages to be paid off by instalments or 
otherwise, the mortgages had not been executed up to the time tho mortgage moneys had 
been paid and tho transactions closed. 

The examination of the present year’s Account has revealed further similar irregularities. 

3. Certain sales of lauded property have been effected, and tho conditions under which 
they were sold are in operation, but tho deeds which should give effect to them have not 
iu all eases been prepared or executed.

This statement contrasts favourably with that of last year, and especially with the 
statements of tho preceding years. 



4. On tho other hand, the arrears on tho collection of —

will not bear favourable comparison with the arrears on the previous year. This may 
probably arise from tho unfortunate condition of tho country during the past year. 

5. Following tho cxamplo of landlords generally, the Commissioners have thought it 
desirable, on representations made to them, in some few cases to remit portions ox tne 
land rents. 



6. Referring to my Report on tho Account for the year 1875, it will bo observed that 
I remarked on the practice of requiring certificates in support of credits in * ccou “ ,

their Solicitor. A voluminous correspondence took place on the subject, which will be 
found in Appendix No. 5 to the Report on the Account tor the year 1875, und Appendix 
No. 4 of the Report on the Account for the year 1870. 

I have to state that the required certificate has not yet been furnished, and that I think 
it desirable that it should be insisted upon, omitting of course the costs for sales in the 
Landed Estates Court, which the Court of Appeal in Ireland have decided that Mr. Rail 
is entitled to retain. 

•< Approval Feos ” exacted 7 . I n a letter dated the 6th April 1871, the Irish Church Tcmporalitum Commissioners 
from the public by the Com- Teporte q t0 the Treasury that, on entering upon their duties in August they found 

m oners no o ci or. that Mr. Ball was in the habit of receiving fees from the public “for the approval of 
" contracts, leases, and other documents,” to be executed by the Comuurisimic.rn, and that 
they “ thought that the receipt of these fees by Mr. Ball was in contravention of the Act ” 
(23’ & 24 Viet. c. 150, s. 5), "and they made a Minute declaring tlmt they would not 
“ sanction the exaction of these fees by him for the future ;” whereupon Mr. Ball protested 
that this decision would deprive him of 700/. a year, and claimed his right to superan- 
nuation ; but, as his services were then indispensable to them, they insisted that they 
were entitled to retain him in their service at ins legal salary. Mr. Ball, therefore, from 
that time continued to transact the business of the Commissioners, at a salary of 800/. a 
year, under protest. Subsequently, however, that is, from 1st January 1871, the Com- 
missioners, in consideration of the increased duties required from him, recommended the 
Treasury to increase liis salary from 800/. to 1,500/. a year, “ continuing the restriction 
" which prevents him from exacting fees from the public.” 

In a letter dated 1st May 1871, the Lords of the Treasury replied that they agreed 
“ that the receipt by Mr. Ball, in his office of Solicitor to the. Ecclesiastical Commis- 
“ sioners, of fees over and above the salary and allowances fixed by the 28 & 24 Viet. 
“ c. 150, was in contravention of that Act;” but in consideration of Mr. Ball’s increased 
duties they agreed to the increase of his salary from 800/. to 1,500/. a year; and they 
added, “ their Lordships agree with you that this increase of allowance is with greater 
" propriety chargeable to the funds administered by your Board, than it should bo made 
“ up bv fees from the public.” 

The proposal of the Commissioners, the assent of the Treasury, and the acceptance by 
Mr. Ball were supposed to amount to a contract between the parties, and the augmented 
salary was understood to be a compensation for the loss by Mr. Ball of the prohibited 
“ approval fees,” as well as for the increased duties imposed upon him. In confirmation of 
this view the Commissioners, in a letter of 23rd December 1873, observe, “ the Connnis- 
“ sioners refer to their letter to the Treasury, dated 6tli April 1871, which, with the 
“ Treasury reply thereto of 1st May 1871, forms the basis of the arrangement under 
" which Mr. Ball holds his office;” and they add, "having regard to the Ions of these fees, 
“ amounting to 700/. a year, and the increased duties, the Commissioners proposed, for the 
“ sanction of your Lordships, a new arrangement, viz., a salary of 1,500 /. u year, eon- 
“ tinning the restriction which prevents him from exacting any fees from the public.” 

I have to report that it appears from the correspondence which 1ms taken place between 
the Commissioners and myself that Mr. Ball has continued to exact these fees to a very 
considerable amount ; that is, lie has received both the fees and the compensation for the 
loss of them.

8. In removing the disallowances on the Account for 1870 of two payments of 
625/. 3s. 2d. and 76 l. 18 s. 2d., respectively, being the costs paid to Mr. Ball for 
conducting the sales in the Lauded Estates Court, and in admitting in the present 
Account payments for similar services, I think it desirable to state that I have done so 
m conformity with the judgment of the Court of Appeal in Ireland.

With reference to the letter of the Irish Church Temporalities Commissioners to the Treasury, of Gth 
April 1071, in which it was stated that their solicitor, Mr. Ball, was in the habit of receiving, in addition 
to his salary, approving fees from the public, amounting to over 700 1. per annum, and that the Commis- 
sioners thought that the receipt of these fees was in contravention of the Act, and had made n Minute 
declaring that they would not sanction the exaction of these fees by him for the future, I am directed by 
the Comptroller and Auditor General to call their attention to the subsequent recommendation to the 
Treasury that Mr. Ball should be granted an increased salary from 800 1. to 1,500 l. per annum (which was 
the difference between his then salary and the prohibited fees! in consideration of his increased duties and 
of the restriction which prevented him from exacting these fees from the public, and I am to request that 
you will be so good as to inform the Comptroller and Auditor General whether it has come to the know- 
ledge of the Commissioners that Mr. Ball had continued to oxact these fees after the prohibition and increase 
of salary ; and, if so, to what extent and amount.

I am directed by the Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland to acknowledge the receipt of 
Mr. Treheme’s letter of the 29th instant, relative to the approval fees referred to in the Commissioners’ 
letter to the Treasury, dated the Gth April 1871, and to inform you that it lias transpired in the course of 
litigation in which Sir. Ball has involved the Commissioners, ia order to compel them to recommend him 
for a pension, that he has since continued to exact these fees in the case of perpetuity grants, notwithstanding 
the prohibition made by the Commissioners, three such instances haring been disclosed in the Court of 
Appeal last week. 

The Commissioners are unable to state the extent to which this has been carried, but Mr. Franks, their 
present solicitor, from inquiries he has made, believes that these fees amount to a very considerable sum.
